Levying a School Tax for the City of Peoria, and Township 

OF Peoria, in the State of Illinois, for the 

Ensuing Year, 1904-1905. 

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Peoria: 

Section 1. That, whereas, the Board of School Inspectors of the 
City of Peoria, in the County of Peoria and State of Illinois, have 
caused a notice to be given to the City Council of the said City of 
Peoria, that in the judgment of said Board of School Inspectors, it will 
require to be raised by taxation on all the taxable real estate and 
personal property in that portion of Township nine (9) North, Range 
eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) Principal Meridian, in the said 
County of Peoria, described as follows:

And also upon all the taxable real estate and personal property in 
Township eight (8) North, Range eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) 
Principal Meridian, in the said County of Peoria, an amount equal to a 
tax of two (2) per cent, for the support and maintenance of the public 
schools therein; and an additional amount equal to one (1) per cent. 
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thereon, for school bailding purposes; amounting to a tax of three (3) 
per cent upon all the taxable real estate and personal property in the 
said portion of said Township nine (9) North, Range eight (8) East of 
the Fourth Principal Meridian above described, and also upon all the 
taxable real estate and personal property in said Township Eight (8) 
North, Range Eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) Principal Meridian, for 
school purposes, for the ensuing year. 

Therefore, there is hereby levied a tax of three (3) per cent, of the 
assessed valuation of the real estate and personal property in the afore- 
said portion of Township Nine (9) North, Range Eight (8) East of the 
Fourth (4th) Principal Meridian, above described, and upon all of said 
Township Eight (8), North Range Eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) 
Principal Meridian, upon and against all the taxable real estate and 
personal property in the aforesaid ponion of Township Nine (9) North, 
Range Eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) Principal Meridian, in the 
County of Peoria, and State of Illinois, described as follows: 

The south half of Section thirty-three (33) and the south half of the 
north half of Section thirty-three (33) and the southwest quarter of Sec- 
tion thirty-four (34) and the south half of the northwest quarter of Sec- 
tion thirty-four (34); also, commencing at the southeast corner of said 
southwest quarter of Section thirty-four (34) and running thence east on 
the section line to the intersection of said section line with the west line 
of the right of way of the Central Railway Company; thence in a north- 
erly direction along the said west line of said right of way of said Cen- 
tral Railway Company to its intersection with the half section line; 
thence west along the said half section line to the center of said Section 
Thirty-four (34); thence south to the place of beginning. 

And upon and against all the taxable real estate and personal prop- 
erty in Township Eight (8), North Range Eight (8) East of the Fourth 
(4th) Principal Meridian, in the County of Peoria, in the State of Illinois, 
which said tax is hereby ordered extended and entered against all the 
taxable real estate and personal property in said portion of said Town- 
ship Nine (9) North, Range Eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) Principal 
Meridian above described, and all said Township Eight (8), North 
Range Eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) Principal Meridian by the 
County Clerk of the said County of Peoria, in the State of Illinois, for 
said school purposes, and the same to be extended and collected as pro- 
vided by law. 

Section 2. The City Clerk of said City of Peoria is hereby in- 
structed and directed to deliver a duly certified copy of this ordinance 
to the County Clerk of the said County of Peoria, in the State of Illinois, 
at his office in the Court House, in the City of Peoria, as the authority 
to the said County Clerk for the extending of said tax upon all the tax- 
able real and personal estate and property in said portion of said Town- 
ship nine (9) North, Range eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) Principal 
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Meridian above described, and in all of said Township eight (8) North, 
Range eight (8) East of the Fourth (4th) Principal Meridian above 
described, as the law directs.

FIRE MARSHAL'S REPORT 



FOR THE YEAR J904. 



To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen 

of the City of Peoria. 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit herewith to 
your honorable body the annual report of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1904, being my 
second annual report and the twenty-ninth of the paid fire 
department of the City of Peoria. 

HOSE IN SERVICE. 

We have at the present time the following amount of 
hose in service: 

20,200 feet of 2>^-iDch Cotton Hose. 

12,000 feet of this hose in good condition. 

7,000 feet in fair condition. 

1,200 feet worn out. 
2,300 feet of 1-inch chemical hose. 

1,300 feet of this hose in good condition. 

900 feet in fair condition. 

150 feet worn out. 
1 50-foot section 8-inch rubber hose in good condition. 
3 25-foot sections 3>^-inch rubber hose in good condition. 
1 22-foot section of 3>^-inch cotton hose in good condition. 
1 16-foot section 4-inch cotton hose in good condition. 

During the year we furnishrd the sewer department 
with 2,050 feet of 2}4-inch hose for flushing sewers and 150 
feet to the House of Correction. Sold old hose to the 
amount of $15.00 and turned money over to Comptroller. 
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NEW HOSE. 

The department will need 3,000 feet 2j4-inch hose and 
1,000 feet 1-inch chemical hose. 

APPARATUS. 

There are in service at the present time eight two- 
horse hose wagons; two combination chemical and hose 
wagons with fifty gallon chemical tank; one double eighty 
g^allon champion chemical engine; two city service trucks. 
These trucks are both new; one, No. 1, replaces the old 
truck that was in service at Holly engine house; the other, 
No. 3, has been added to the department with a crew of 
four men, and put in service at No. 4 engine house, 1523 
South Adams street. Both these trucks are modern and 
up-to-date in every way and a very valuable addition to the 
department. One threfe-horse eighty-five foot extension 
aerial truck; one second size Ahren's engine; twelve port- 
able hand chemicals. 

Volunteer Companies Nos. 1 and 2, South Peoria, two 
Howe combination chemicals and hand engine. 

Volunteer Company No. 4, one hand hose cart and one 
four-wheeled hose carriage. 

Fire Marshal and Assistant have each been furnished 
with new buggies during the past year. 

IN RESERVE. 

One first-class Button engine; one second-class Clapp 
& Jones engine; one city service truck; two hose carriages; 
one chiefs buggy. 

ENGINE HOUSES. 

There are ten engine houses occupied by the Fire De- 
partment. They are all in good repair, having been re- 
paired and painted during the past year. All they will need 
during the coming year will be ordinary repairs. 
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HORSES. 

There are thirty-six horses owned by the department; 
of this number thirty-four are in regular service; two are 
used as extras. Some of these horses are old and crippled 
and ought to be disposed of and replaced by young horses. 
During the year two died; two were traded off for young 
horses; four were purchased. 

fire hydrants. 

The hydrants have been inspected by the Fire Depart- 
ment and Water Company. They were found in good con- 
dition. Total number inspected and counted 1,143. 

OVERHEAD WIRES. 

In my last report I called your attention to the serious 
obstruction the department had to contend with in the net- 
work of overhead wires in the business center of the city. 
It is almost impossible to raise ladders to reach the build- 
ings even in daylight much less at night. Something should 
be done as soon as possible to remedy this evil. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Would recommend that new truck be purchased to re- 
place the No. 2. This truck is old, worn out and out of 
date and ought to be replaced with a new one. Steamer No. 
2 needs repairing. Combination No. 1 and Hose Wagon 
No. 6 need painting. The balance of the apparatus is in 
good condition. The department will need 3,000 feet of 2% 
inch hose and 1,000 feet chemical hose. 

FIRE ALARMS. 

There are 168 fire alarm stations; ten engine house 
gongs; four officers's gongs; fifteen dropper boxes; three 
public bell strikers; eleven switches for controlling night 
lights.

FIRES AND ALARMS. 

The total of 318 fires and alarms for the year 1904 were 
attended with a loss on buildings of $54,349; loss on con- 
tents of $294,795, with an insurance on buildings of $215,800;

The Dodd & Keifer cattle sheds and cattle loss are 
not included in city's total, as they are located outside 
the city.

The patrol box at the corner of Perry and Laveille 
Streets was moved to the alley on Laveille between Monroe 
and Perry, the box at Adams and Franklin and the one at 
Oak and Adams to the alley on Oak between Adams and 
Warner. 

In my report last year I recommended that money be 
appropriated to make necessary repairs to our police and 
fire alarm lines, and no provision being made for it I was 
obliged to use the money provided for new boxes and 
extensions for this purpose. We renewed about two hundred 
and fifty cross arms and made other necessary repairs, get- 
ting over about one-third of the system. 

We also had necessary carpenter repairs made on 
twenty-five patrol booths, and it is absolutely necessary that 
they all be painted this year. 

We have equipped fifty-six fire alarm boxes with Smith 
patent key guards, and have guards on hand to furnish the 
whole system 

Recommendations. 

I would recommend that in accordance with the reso- 
lution adopted October 18th, 1904, that the sum of eight 
thousand five hundred dollars be appropriated for the pur- 
pose of placing the city's wires underground. 

I would also recommend that engine houses No. 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5, 6 and 7 be rewired. 

I herewith tender my thanks to the honorable Mayor 
and Aldermen and all persons directly interested in the 
success of this department for their kind and courteous 
treatment.

Additional Items. 

Buildings to the value of one hundred fifty thousand 
dollars have been constructed outside of the city limits, 
over which this department had no control. The buildings 
were essentially a part of the city, although they are not 
included within the boundary limits; the materials being 
furnished and the labor being performed by Peorians for 
the owners, who are citizens of Peoria. 

This together with a great deal of repair work for which 
no permit was required makes in the aggregate a banner 
year for the City of Peoria along the lines of building con- 
struction. Among the various buildings as, noted above, 
were the cattle barns at the Corning Distillery, $27,000.00; 
Warehouse at the Woolner Distillery, $80,000.00, and the 
Iron and Steel Works in East Peoria, $40,000.00, approx- 
imately. 

Inspection of Buildings. 

Notwithstanding the great amount of work and the 
large territory over which it is extended, the Superintendent 
of Building has inspected the various structures and all 
have been constructed in accordance with the ordinances 
governing the same as near as possible. 
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Board for the Inspection of Buildings. 

WHs^ the beginning of the year, a great deal of inspection 
H^jS ^^^e relating to modes of egress in case of fire. This 
U ^ ^^med necessary on account of the Iroquois Theater 
^ in Chicago. The Special Fire Commission created by 
the City Council consisting of the Fire and Water Commit- 
tee, the Mayor, Fire Marshal, Building Inspector, City En- 
gineer, City Attorney and City Electrician visited the vari- 
ous places of amusement and halls where large numbers of 
people congregate, and ordered various changes and im- 
provements to be made in the buildings visited. The Board 
for the Inspection of Buildings, with the City Electrician, 
continued the work of inspection until nearly all the build- 
ings requiring improvements in the manner of escape in 
case of fire or panic had been inspected. 

The orders of the Special Committee and the Board 
for the Inspection of Buildings have been practically com- 
plied with only a few minor changes ordered have not been 
made. 

The Board has made various inspections of old build- 
ings and their orders to remove or repair, as the case may 
have been, have been complied with in all but three excep- 
tions upon which extended time was given for the parties 
interested to make a sale or lease, the Board not consider- 
ing them dangerous. 

The Superintendent of Buildings has kept the office 
open from 8:00 A.M. to 2:80 p.m., which fact seems to have 
been appreciated by the patrons of the office. In addition 
to the various duties of the office, the Superintendent has 
practically ready, a revised copy of the building laws of the 
city to present to your honorable body for your considera- 
tion in the near future. 

Printing the Building Laws. 

An amount of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars was in- 
cluded in the appropriation bill of 1904 for the printing of 
the building laws in pamphlet form for distribution among 
the various architects, builders and others concerned, but 
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owing to the fact that the laws as they now exist needed 
revising, the Superintendent decided not to have them 
printed, but would respectfully recommend that the sum as 
above stated be re-appropriated for this purpose as soon as 
the revised ordinances are passed upon by your honorable 
body. 

Conclusion. 
I take this opportunity of returning my thanks to His 
Honor, the Mayor, the Members of the City Council and 
the heads of the various departments upon which I have 
called for favors during the past year for their assistance to 
me in the discharge of the duties of my office.

Recommendation. 

In order that the different departments pertaining to 
the construction, re-construction or alteration of all build- 
ings, may work in harmony with one another, I would rec- 
ommend that the ordinances governing them be changed so 
that the plans and specifications of all buildings be first sub- 
mitted to the Department of Health and stamped with their 
approval before the Superintendent of Building shall issue 
any building permit. In this way plans of the drainage and 
ventilation of all buildings would have to be passed upon 
and left on file at this office. Under the ordinances now in 
force the building is up and partly constructed before there 
are any drainage or ventilation plans submitted and in many 
cases there are mistakes made in planning sanitary appli- 
ances and the ventilation of rooms in which they are to be 
placed. Under those conditions there is much confusion at 
times to the detriment of those most interested. 

As recommended in my last report and endorsed by the 
Board of Health, an ordinance regulating the construction 
and inspection of sewers has been prepared, but as yet noth- 
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ing ^^^ "^^en done with it. This is very necessary to the 
health ot tVie public and the protection of the paved streets. 
i^^^ire to return thanks to His^Honor, the Mayor, and 
itiembers of the City Council, and the Department of Health, 
and tnei t^ealth Commissioner, Dr. H. M. Hayes, for the 
courteous treatment and assistance given me in the perform- 
ance ot the duties of this office.

REPORT OF HEALTH COMMISSIONER. 



Peoria, III., January 1, 1905. 
To the Honorable Mayor and City Council of the City of Peoria. 

Gentlemen — In accordance with the provisions of the 
city ordinances I herewith submit the following report for 
your consideration: 

The general public is conversant with the nature of the 
work required of this department of the city administration, 
while but few fully appreciate the obstacles it has to con- 
tend with in the performance of its natural functions. 

The weeds, the privy-vaults, antiquated closets, ob- 
noxious cess-pools, garbage, ashes, dead rats and chickens, 
and many pestilent acts of indifferent and selfish people, 
have been rehearsed from year to year, and need not be 
dwelt upon at this time. 

The general cleaning up and abatement of these nuis- 
ances, coupled with strenuous efforts to prevent a recur- 
rence, has been one of the prime purposes of this depart- 
ment. The corps of officers on duty in the Depxrtment of 
Health has been vigilant and watchful and any violation of 
the ordinance has been met with summary treatment. 

I am convinced that while Peoria is busy with new 
bridges and new franchises (perhaps all needed) the most 
vital improvement necessary at this time is some method, 
either public or private, of handling and disposing of night 
soil and garbage, and compelling a uniform action by all 
the people in this regard. 

Many cities in this and other States, with less popula- 
tion and less importance, compel the people to supply them- 
selves with tight covered metal boxes or pails, into which 
all decaying garbage and refuse must be placed, and kept 
in some convenient spot, from which the city scavengers 
remove it each day, or as often as necessary. This would

Deteotion Hospital. 

\ deem it my duty at this time to call your attention 
to ^^^ ^P°^ where we detain and care for patients with in- 
fectious and contagious diseases. We call it a ** Detention 
Hospital." We have successfully detained many people 
under its roof, and through the agencies of kind providence, 
and the administering of skillful nurses, the results have 
been highly satisfactory. 

Mrs. Voris, the matron, has proven herself to be highly 
competent and painstaking, even tempered and cleanly! 
and under her ever watchful care the best results possible 
have been attained. Not one single case placed under her 
care has resulted fatally. 

While these things are encouraging the fact still re- 
mains that we have been compelled to detain patients with 
diphtheria and scarlet fever under the same roof with small- 
pox; and the roof very imperfect at that. We have been 
patching continually to prevent untimely and unintentional 
baths. It has been difficult to keep the place warm in cold 
weather with an inadequate number of poor stoves, and on 
one occasion it was found necessary to barricade the place 
with rocks to prevent the whole thing from making a float- 
ing expedition toward the gulf. At the time the present 
place was built an emergency existed, and this was doubt- 
less the best way out of it at the time. Like all other 
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things it has had its day, and the growth and changing 
conditions seem to demand at this time or in the near 
future, a building suitable to the needs of the present day. 
It should be located on high ground, away from the river, a 
more substantial building, and divided into compartments, 
so that patients can be treated for one disease without 
being exposed to some other^ perhaps more serious. 

I am pleased to report that the death rate is lower than 
that of last year; being 11 to each 1,000, as to ll%oo for each 
1,000 in 1903. It will be seen that there were 884 deaths in 
1904 and 772 in 1903, but the increased population has re- 
duced the percentage below that of 1903.

Tuberculosis. 

It seems appropriate at this time to call your attention to 
the efforts being made by the Board of Charities in con- 
junction with the Board of Health and Medical Association, 
to stay the progress of "the great white plague," and an 
ordinance will be presented to your honorable body in the 
hope that you will give it favorable consideration, and sanc- 
tion the laudable work thus begun by passing this or some 
other ordinance in support of the effort. While this is 
purely local in its scope, it is prompted by the fact that the 
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spread of tuberculosis and the fatality of the disease through- 
out the whole country has become alarming and many State 
Boards of Health are giving the matter close attention and 
study. The theory in vogue for years that people afflicted 
with pulmonary tuberculosis must flee to some higher alti- 
tude for relief has been eradicated, and the concensus of 
opinion in high medical authorities is to the effect that if 
taken in its incipiency, pulmonary tuberculosis can be cured 
in Illinois. 

To this end, the State Medical Society has established 
a tent colony near Ottawa in LaSalle County. It is not for 
the purpose of financial gain, nor is it a so-called charitable 
institution; at the same time all medical services are gratu- 
itous. The prime object is for the purpose of demonstrating 
that tuberculosis can be cured in our own climate, and also, if 
possible, induce the Legislature to establish a sanitarium 
for the poor who are thus afflicted. 

Last summer the Associated Charities of Peoria, in the 
course of their line of duty, were brought face to face with 
conditions more serious than had ever before been realized, 
and under the direction of Dr. S. M. Miller, a thorough 
search of the records in the Health Deparment resulted in 
a report made by the doctor in which he not only sets forth 
the facts, but describes the localities where it is most preva- 
lent, and after careful and intelligent discussion of the awful 
consequences, offers a remedy, and the substance of this 
remedy is embodied in the following ordinance, which will 
be submitted to your honorable body for your approval. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Peoria: 

Section 1. That pulmonary tuberculosis is hereby de- 
clared to be an infectious and dangerous disease to the 
public health. It shall be the duty of every physician in 
this city to report to the Board of Health in writing, giving 
the name, age, sex, occupation and address of every person 
having such disease, who has been attended by, or who has 
come under the observation of such physician within one 
week of such time. It shall also be the duty of com- 
missioners, managers, principals, superintendents or physi- 
cians of every public or private institute in this city to 
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report to the Board of Health in writing, or to cause such 
report to be made by some competent person, the name, 
age, sex, occupation and last address of every person affected 
with this disease, and of the authorities of public and private 
institutions to reserve and enforce sanitary rules and require- 
ments to prevent the spread of pulmonary tuberculosis, that 
may be deemed necessary by the Board of Health. 

Sec. 2. Whenever any apartments that have been oc- 
cupied by one suffering with pulmonary tuberculosis shall 
be vacated by death or removal of the patient, it shall be 
the duty of the attending physician, members of the family, 
and landlord, or some one of them, forthwith to report such 
vacation to the Board of Health, which Board shall promptly 
send an officer to the premises for a careful inspection 
thereof. The officer so detailed shall proceed at once to 
cause said premises to be disinfected and renovated in such 
manner as the Board of Health shall deem necessary to put 
the same in a perfect sanitary condition. The work neces- 
sary therefor shall be done under the supervision of the 
Board of Health, subject to its approval, and at the expense 
of the family to which the patient belongs. Provided that 
in cases where such family is unable to bear the expenses 
thereof, the same shall be done by the city without charge.

The Dairy Department. 

The milk department under the supervision of A. V. 
Whitney has been conducted in a very satisfactory manmr. 
It has been, from the start, a campaign of education. By 
intelligent and systematic work, much has been accom- 
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plished by way of awakening a public interest and directing 
the attention of dairymen and dealers to the importance of 
their calling and the danger with which it is fraught if the 
most minute details are neglected.

The average percentage of butter fat for the entire lot 
was 3.6. While this is a trifle above the requirements of 
the ordinance, it is not a fair showing for the majority of 
the supply offered on the market, for the reason that in the 
early part of the year a few people got the ** get-rich-quick " 
fever, and no one will ever know just how long this was 
continued before their thirst was satiated by settlements in 
the police courts. Some of the samples thus discovered 
were so thoroughly watered and skimmed that it would 
make good bluing for a laundry. This, of course, reduced 
the general average. 

A large number of dairies were visited during the year, 
and here is where discoveries were made which led to much 
agitation. By invitation I made a number of trips with the 
inspector to the country dairies, and came back fully con- 
vinced that the duties of a milk inspector required diligent 
and consistent work. 

A set of rules for the instruction of producers and 
distributors has been published and mailed to every person 
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known to handle milk and cream for consumption in this 
city, and it will be our future purpose to insist on a reason- 
able compliance.

The above list of statistics will convey a fair idea of the 
work done by the nurse employed by the Associated Char- 
ities. In every case the visiting nurse tries to teach the 
people to care for their own sick, instructing in sanitary 
laws and in the proper preparation of foods. In the work 
among patients suffering from tuberculosis the nurse has a 
better opportunity than any one else to teach the people 
about the disease, the need for good diets, fresh air, hygenic 
living and disinfecting. It is wonderful how willing the 
poor people are to grasp the idea of importance in this 
matter. 

The visiting nurse takes this opportunity of thanking 
the.Hon. E. N. Woodruff, Mayor of Peoria, for the many 
pounds of ice which he furnished free to so many of the 
poor people during the summers of 1903-4. Also to thank 
the City Council for book of car tickets given her each 
month.

Visiting Nurse. 

From records kept by W. A. McMillan, our fumigator, 
there has been during the year 272 cases of diphtheria, and 
238 recovered. There were 92 cases of scarlet fever of which 
88 recovered. Of small-pox we had 87 cases and all recov- 
ered. We have' now under quarantine eight cases of diph- 
theria, six cases of scarlet fever and three cases of small- 
pox. The last three named are in the Detention hospital, 
and every home except those under quarantine have been 
thoroughly disinfected. 
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During the year there were 8,291 inspections made by 
this department, not including plumbing, or dairies, cutting 
of weeds or trimming of trees. 

Bacteriological Laboratory. 

It is the desire of every citizen and professional man 
in the City of Peoria to keep abreast with modern progress, 
and we are proud of the many advances our metropolis is 
making. I regret to say, however, our Health Department 
is especially lame in one particular, that of a well equipped 
bacteriological laboratory. We should be prepared to make 
bacteriological examinations for diseases of known microbic 
origin, such as pulmonary tuberculosis, typhoid fever, diph- 
theria, etc. This, however, would necessitate the Commis- 
sioner spending most of his time in the laboratory, which he 
could not afford to do at the present stipulated remunera- 
tion. In most cities the size of Peoria an able bacteriolist is 
a permanent fixture in the Health Department, as it should 
be in our city. This would materially assist our busy physi- 
cians, who have not the time to personally make such in- 
vestigations in questionable cases, thus enabling them to 
make a positive diagnosis, saying nothing of the heartaches 
resulting from possible errors. You may answer that the 
funds in this department will not justify the necessary ex- 
penditures to accomplish the above results, but gentleman, 
no expense is too great when it comes to a matter of guard- 
ing the public health against pestilential infections and 
death. 

In conclusion I wish to thank my subordinates con- 
nected with the department for their courteous deportment 
and willing assistance at all times.

^ ihe Honorable Mayor and City Council, 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit herewith to 
your honorable body the annual report of the Police De- 
partment for the year ending December Slst, 1904, 

Much of the work of the Police Department which in 
Itself demands much thought, research and labor, is per^ 
formed in the office of the Chief of Police, and although 
fully recorded upon the archives of the office, cannot be 
enumerated or published. 

The force, as described hereafter, has done its duty 
nobly, but under the growing population and the territory 
of our city, and the constant requests for police protection 
from citizens in the newly built up sections, and our utter 
inability to extend the precincts as at present constituted, 
they being already larger than they should be, with the 
force of patrolman at my disposal, I believe the time has 
come when the force should be considerably augmented^ 
and respectfully recommend that about thirty more patrol- 
men be appointed. 

The discipline of the department during the past year 
has been most excellent, and the charges preferred against 
officers were very rare and in most cases of a very trivial 
nature. I have had three men di3charged for drunkenness 
during the past year, that being the most serious charge 
preferred against any officer. 

I deeply regret having to chronicle the death of Officers 
Campbell, Martin and Pulsipher during the year. Officer 
Campbell had been a member of the department for about 
eighteen years, and was always a very capable and efficient 
officer. 

Officers Martin and Pulsipher, while not connected with 
the department as long as Officer Campbell, were neverthe- 
less excellent officers. 
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I would also recommend the building of a modern patrol 
and ambulance house as the present structure used for that 
purpose is inadequate, unsanitary, unhealthy and dangerous, 
in fact it should be condemned and torn down, as one of the 
walls bulges from six to eight inches. 

I have recently called the Building Inspector's atten- 
tion to the dangerous condition of this building and if we 
continue much longer the use of it in its present condition 
I am satisfied that an accident will happen that will in all 
probability cost the city more than it would to build a 
modern and up-to-date patrol and ambulance house. 

I have within the past year had the patrol and ambu- 
lance repaired and painted and at the present time they are 
in excellent condition. Our horses are all young and in 
good condition, in fact we have at the present time the 
best horses the department has ever had.

REPORT OF INSPECTORS. 

To the Honorable City Council of the City of Peoria, 

Gentlemen: — We have the honor to present herewith 
the annual report of the House of Correction for the period 
ending December 31st, 1904. We append hereto the report 
of the Superintendent and the County Physician (the latter 
officer being the attending physician of the institution) and 
make them a part of our report. 

The usual good care and attention has been given the 
inmates, and their welfare has never been lost sight of and 
punishment has been administered only as a last resource; 
an occasional reprimand seems to be all that is necessary 
to carry out our rules and maintain good order. 

We have endeavored during the past year to maintain 
the high sanitary condition of the institution. Its condition 
as to cleanliness has at all times been excellent. 

The general health of those confined in the institution 
during the past year has been remarkably good considering 
the physical condition when received. The regular hours 
to retire and arise, with a variety of plain but substantial 
food, including vegetables, serve to fulfill their purpose in 
improving the physical condition of those committed to our 
care. We have had no cases of contagious disease. 

It is a matter worthy of note that while our population 
for the year 1904 was 535, it being an increase of 138 more 
than the previous year, we had no deaths during the en- 
tire year. 

The report of the physician will give complete informa- 
tion relative to the sickness of the inmates. 

During the year from March 25 to April 12 we were 
surrounded by water from the Illinois river, which did 
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great damage to the property and material. The fences on 
the west were all washed away, causing us to build 1,820 
feet of new fence, rebuild blacksmith shop, new wall under 
barn and new bleach house. 

We call your special attention to the fact that all the 
repairs made, together with the work of every character 
performed about the institution has been done by our own 
inmates under the supervision and direction of their respec- 
tive instructors. 

Our motto is work, believing that there can be but 
little or no correction without it, and that a reasonable 
amount of work promotes habits of industry, teaches the 
person a useful employment, and in many instances starts 
him on the road to a profitable and honorable career and 
enables the city to be partly recompensed for the care and 
maintenance of those who have transgressed its laws or the 
laws of the State. 

The employment given the men of the institution is 
brick making in summer months and broom making in 
winter months. There has been paid over to the City 
Treasurer $6,035.23 for the year 1904. 

As to all other matters in detail we respectfully submit 
the report of the Superintendent and make them a part of 
our report.

Few cases of sickness 
have occurred, other than with those whose condition on 
entrance was, from previous exposure, accidents or injuries, 
already bad. 

I wish to commend the Superintendent and his able 
corps of assistants on the way in which the inmates are 
managed, and especially with reference to the excellent 
system of employment, selection of food and general care 
of bodily vigor which are so essential to confined persons 
and should be maintained in every prison. 

While I have been called several times to attend at this 
institution much of the work has been minor surgical in 
nature and no deaths have occurred. 

Five were removed to hospitals for treatment. 

In every way I consider this institution well and 
efficiently managed from every point of view.

N. B. — As noted in former report by the City Attorney, this is one of 
the most important cases that the City of Peoria has ever been inter- 
ested in. The City has won this case in the trial court and the City will 
win it in the United States Supreme Court, if the City's rights and inter- 
ests are carefully looked after by succeeding City Attorneys; and pro- 
vided, further, the City Council, until the case shall be decided, takes 
no unfavorable action which will, in any way prejudice or injure the 
rights or interests of the City therein. There is no question but that 
if this case is properly handled before the court, the decision of Judge 
Humphrey will be sustained. 

The foregoing report does not include any business 
necessarily transacted in the Police Magistrate's and in the 
Justices' of the Peace Courts for violations of the various 
ordinances of the City of Peoria. 

Your honorable body from time to time, in and by the 
various reports from such courts before whom such prosecu- 
tions have been had, has been fully informed of the business 
therein transacted, and no attempt is here made to again 
report with respect to such business, except, however, that 
for full and detailed information if desired, reference is 
hereby respectfully made to the aforesaid reports from said 
courts, which are on file among the City's records. 
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Reporting further, your City Attorney would respect- 
fully call the attention of your honorable body to the vast 
amount of legal work which is now devolving upon the 
Legal Department of the city government. Interests of 
vast and far-reaching importance to the city have, especially 
during the last two years, rapidly accumulated, and as the 
city continues to grow in size and importance it must 
necessarily follow that the demands which must be made 
upon the Legal Department will correspondingly multiply. 

It is impossible to expect the City Attorney with but 
one assistant, to properly take care of and conduct all litiga- 
tion in which the City is or may become involved, prepare 
local improvement ordinances for the Board of Local Im- 
provements and conduct local improvement litigation 
through the courts, advise the Council and its committees 
and the heads of the departments, and be in attendance at 
each meeting of the City Council. Since May 5th, 1903, I 
am pleased to report to you, that up to this time, I have 
been absent from but three council meetings. 

The importance of this matter is such that in your un- 
questioned wisdom you have deemed it advisable and nec- 
essary to retain and employ for my predecessor, as well 
as for myself, associate counsel to assist in the conducting 
of the celebrated Seventy-five Cent Rate Gas Case (referred 
to above in this report) which was begun in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Northern District of Illinois at 
Peoria, September 18, 1900, and which is still pending and 
undisposed of on appeal, taken by the Peoria Gas & Electric 
Company, to the United States Supreme Court, and which 
should-, within the term of my successor, be reached and 
disposed of. 

In like manner it will continue to occur from time to 
time, that special or associate counsel will be needed in 
similar and other important cases, and it will undoubtedly, 
in such cases, be true as it has been in the past, that the 
fees and expenses of such special or associate counsel will 
amount to more than would be the necessary and reasonable 
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amount to retain and employ corporation counsel by the 
year. 

I therefore beg to be permitted to now respectfully rec- 
ommend that steps be taken immediately by your honorable 
body to enlarge the facilities of this department, and, to that 
end, that an ordinance be prepared, passed and adopted 
providing for the office of Corporation Counsel for the City 
of Peoria, in addition to and as an auxiliary to the offices of 
City Attorney and Assistant City Attorney (and sten- 
ographer) as are now provided for; and, to this end, that 
the necessary provisions be made in the 1905 Annual Ap- 
propriation Bill of the City of Peoria to provide for the em- 
ployment and remuneration of legal ability of the highest 
order to occupy and perform the duties of the office of Cor- 
poration Counsel for the City of Peoria.

Extraordmary Occurrences During the Year Requiring the 
Especial Attention of this Department* 

Lower Free Bridge. 

On April 4th, 1904, at about 11 o'clock p. m., two spans 
of the easterly end of the wagon bridge spanning the Illi- 
nois River at the foot of Bridge Street, collapsed and fell 
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into the river, owing to the giving way of the remaining por- 
tion of a pier damaged recently prior by the high stage of 
the water, thus causing a suspension of traffic for a consid- 
erable length of time; during which time the City Council 
investigated the propriety of establishing and operating a 
ferry until proper repairs could be made to the bridge. 
Immediately upon abandoning the ferry proposition, it was 
decided to drive piling, extending the trestle work at the 
easterly approach to the remaining span immediately east 
of the draw span. After experiencing much difficulty in 
procuring piling of the dimensions required, and on account 
of the inability of the railroads (for the want of bridges 
along their roadway) to deliver the same, the work of con- 
structing such trestle work was entered upon and pushed to 
completion. The construction being similar to the old 
trestle on the extreme easterly end of the spans so collasped. 
The length of the spans taken out by the flood being one 
hundred forty-six (146) feet and one hundred forty-five 
(145) feet and three (8) inches each; also eight (8) feet of 
the remaining span was broken as well as forty-one (41) 
feet of trestle, making a total of new construction of three 
hundred forty (340) feet at a cost of $3,868.19. Traffic be- 
ing resumed May 14th, 1904. 

The remaining portion of the old bridge was repaired, 
applying several new truss timbers; also re-inforcing or 
splicing nearly all those allowed to remain, and applying 
new floor joists and new deck or floor covering, costing 
$1,061.00. 
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Upper Free Bridge, 

In compliance with the order from the War Depart- 
ment, piling were driven at the bridge known as the Upper 
Free Bridge, consisting of clumps for pier protection; said 
clumps being drawn together at the heads and hooped with 
wire cable, at a cost of 1918.75. 

Farm Creek Bridge. 

Following is the character of work done at the bridg-e 
across Farm Creek. 

Paving approaches and constructing protection wings 
costing $206.60. 

Krause Aveaue Sewer. 

A sewer was constructed on Krause Avenue from Adams 
Street to Livingston Street by order of the City Council by 
special appropriation. The improvement consisted of the 
following:

Cattle Burning at Corning Distillery. 

On account of an explosion and the collapse of a ware- 
house at the Corning distillery on June 4th, 1904, fire was 
communicated at the cattle sheds, burning the buildings to 
the ground, and killing about three thousand (3,000) head 
of cattle, causing great apprehension for the health of the 
citizens of the City of Peoria. It was decided by the Mayor 
and Aldermen that, owing to the immediate proximity of 
said barns to the city, effort must be made, without delay, to 
remove and dispose of the carcasses, and this department 
was directed to proceed with the work, which was accord- 
ingly carried into execution, commencing on the morning 
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of June 6th. The process of burying was at first employed 
and proved to be a failure, whereupon the process of burn- 
ing was resorted to, with perfect success, by using carbolic 
oil for purification and preserving, as well as for combus- 
tion, jointly with coal oil, and several hundred loads of old 
wood. By this process the carcasses were totally con- 
sumed and the premises cleared for new buildings. 

The following is an itemized statement of the cost of 
disposing of the cattle at the Corning distillery, which 
statement includes all the cost. 

Expended in Labor $1966.50

Repairing Paved Streets. 

All asphalt streets have been repaired, except such 
streets as were found, upon careful inspection, to be disin- 
tegrated to such an extent that repairs were impracticable. 
The asphalt streets in this city have been sadly in need of 
repairs long before the time that repairs were actually 
made, because of the fact that the city has no way of 
making repairs, for the want of apparatus or plant for re- 
pairing asphalt streets. 
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I would recommend that an ample appropriation be 
made for apparatus, plant and regular crew, so that asphalt 
streets can be repaired, from time to time, when necessary, 
instead of allowing holes, cuts, cracks and other imperfec- 
tions unrepaired for months, to the detriment of the pave- 
ment and the inconvenience of the public. 

Cleaning Paved Streets. 

This Department made a special effort to keep the 
paved streets in the best possible condition, endeavoring- to 
protect the health and comfort of our citizens. 

I would recommend that a liberal appropriation be 
made for the purpose of purchasing sprinklers and sweep- 
ers, which would enable the Department to clean the streets 
more rapidly and better, as well as cleaning several times 
the amount of territory now cleaned by hand, therefore 
giving the city the benefit of cleaner streets, and greater in 
extent. Flushing or washing the streets cannot be em- 
ployed because of the fact that a large majority of the im- 
proved streets are paved with brick, and nearly, without 
exception, the interstices are filled with sand, which, by the 
use of water, is washed out, and the upper or wearing sur- 
face is without protection, causing the brick to shell, scalp 
and break readily, thus causing the streets to become rough 
and the pavement to wear out much sooner than they 
otherwise would. 

Curbing Set During the Year 1904. 

The following is a statement of the curbing set on 
various streets and avenues within the city limits during the 
past year. The total amount of curb set was 22,451.3 lineal 
feet, of which 12,005.4 lineal feet was new turb and 10,445.9 
lineal feet was old curb taken from streets which were im- 
proved and on which new curb was substituted.

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Miscellaneous Work Done. 

During the past year the easterly roadway and ap- 
proach to the upper free bridge, one mile in length, was 
graded and opened up for traffic. 

The approaches to the Farm Creek bridge were filled 
with suitable material. 500 loads of rock and dirt were 
placed on the river side of the Detention hospital, at the 
foot of Grant street. This was made necessary by the high 
water washing away the foundation. 

In conclusion I would say all the work has had my per- 
sonal attention and supervision and was done with as small 
an expense as possible, and I would suggest that .the ap- 
propriations for street cleaning and miscellaneous street 
work be larger. Also that a small increase be made in the 
appropriation for crossings. That all crossings hereafter be 
constructed of brick, the expense of a brick crossing being 
only one third larger than that of wood and the life of a 
wood crossing is only two years, while the life of a brick 
crossing is at least ten years. 

. I would also suggest that an appropriation be made for 
flushing the streets in the business district once each week, 
the cost of which would not exceed $1,500.00 for labor. 
Also that some arrangements be made, either by an ordin- 
ance or an appropriation, for the sprinkling of our brick 
paved streets. This would lay the small particles of dust 
and prevent the same from being carried into the stores and 
residences, thus making the sanitary condition of the city 
much better. This could be done at a small expense.

This case was tried in Court and did not pass. I was 
in hopes this sewer would go through this season as it is 
badly needed. 

North Peoria Sewer, East Section. 

The east section of the North Peoria sewer is now 
under construction. The contract was let by the Board 
late in the fall and the contractors have been working every 
day that the weather would permit. 

South Street Sewer. 

Steps have been taken to build the South Street Sewer 
System. The city engineer has been instructed to prepare 
plans for the same and he is now working on them. This 
system will embrace territory south of Lincoln, between 
Cedar and Blaine to the Illinois river. 

Sewer Permits. 

There were issued during the year 354 permits for 
sewer connections as compared with 337 the previous year, 
showing a greater tendency to connect new buildings with 
the sewers at the time of erection. 

Monson & Sanford's Addition. 

Previous to this year there has been much trouble in 
Monson & Sanford's Addition, the overflow from the street 
filling the cellars in the vicinity of Swinnerton and Sanford 
streets. We have built a storm water sewer on Swinnerton 
street to Globe street, up Globe street to Sanford street. 
On this we have built eight basins which helps to take care 
of the overflow. 

Inspections. 

We have made several inspections of the different 
sewers and find them in need of various repairs. We ex- 
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tended the Old Goose Lake Sewer on Third street from 
Elliott to Charlton streets; also put in several manholes on 
the same system. Before we could go into this sewer, we 
had to remove about 300 loads of dirt. 

In my last report I asked that steps be taken to put the 
Spring Street Sewer in good shape before the east section 
of the North Peoria Sewer was joined to it. Nothing has 
been done and they have attached this sewer and now re- 
pairs will be that much harder to make on account of the 
additional water. 

Jackson Street Sewer. 

My last report shows that the sewer was in bad con- 
dition at the outlet and is still in the same condition. This 
will soon have to be rebuilt.

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The city now has over 11,000,000 worth of sewers in the 
streets. Some of them are new and some are old and need 
repairs. I would ask that when the appropriation bill is 
prepared, that enough funds be appropriated to take proper 
care of the sewers. Looking over former reports, I find 
that the city has put in more catch basins in the past two 
years than has been put in in ten years; more sewers have 
been cleaned and catch basins have been gone over not 
only once a year but three and four times, as some of them 
are at sandy hills and when it rains, the sand runs into the 
basins. These places we go to after each rain. As there 
are several hundred more catch basins to be added and 
looked after, I would say that it will require more funds to 
take proper care of the sewers.

In addition to the new walks laid, a number of old brick 
walks have been taken up and relaid so as to conform to 
established grades.

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit herewith for 

your consideration the report of the operations of the 

Engineer's Department for the year ending December 

81, 1904. 

Sidewalks. 

The report of B. C. Newton, Inspector of Sidewalks, 
shows that, during the past year, there was constructed 
8,995 lineal feet of brick sidewalk and 18,558 lineal feet of 
cement sidewalks, same being a total of 27,553 lineal'feet, 
or 5.21 miles. 

The Board of Local Improvements has instructed the 
Engineer's Department to submit estimates for the con- 
struction of numerous sidewalks throughout the city. The 
estimates have been prepared and, in a majority of cases, 
ordinances have been submitted to your honorable body, 
and the same have been approved. There has been no in- 
stance in which judgment has been taken in the County 
Court for the construction of the same, as is contemplated 
under the terms of a Local Improvent Act, adopted June 
14th, 1897, and in force July 1st, 1897, and all acts amenda- 
tory thereto. 

It is true that, in a majority of cases, property owners, 
upon notification, have constructed the work under private 
contract, as is their privilege to so do; but, in a number of 
instances, the portions constructed have been widely sepa- 
rated and little, if any, benefit has resulted from the passage 
of the ordinance. 

In a number of instances, where ordinances have been 
passed requiring the property owner to construct the walk 
to the permanent grade, it will be necessary for the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to grade the roadway of the street, 
so as to prevent the sidewalk itself from becoming a gutter. 
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Curbing Set During the Year 1904. 

The following is a statement of the curbing set on 
various streets and avenues within the city limits during the 
past year. The total amount of curb set was 22,451.3 lineal 
feet, of which 12,005.4 lineal feet was new curb and 10,445.9 
lineal feet was old curb taken from streets which were im- 
proved and on which new curb was substituted.

Sewera. 

After a number of years of delay, the contract for the 
construction of the North Peoria Sewer, East Section, was 
executed, the contractors being Messrs. Harding & Nelson, 
of Racine, Wisconsin. 

Owing to the length of time intervening between the 
preparation of the estimate and the execution of the con- 
tract, and also owing to the fact that the assessment on 
various tracts of land, as returned by the Superintendent of 
Special Assessments, was reduced by order of the County 
Court and no provision was made for the insertion of this 
reduction in the original total, it was impossible to secure a 
price within the estimate of the Engineer, and this will ne- 
cessitate a supplementary assessment being levied for the 
excess of cost above the assessment as confirmed by the 
Court. 

This improvement consists of 7,460 lineal feet of brick 
sewers, ranging in size from 48-inch circular to 22x33-inch 
egg-shaped sewer, and 31,500 feet of pipe sewer, ranging in 
size from 24-inch to 8-inch. The bid prices for the con- 
struction were as folfows:

The present storm water sewer on Spring street serves 
as an outlet for this section. Considerable work has already 
been performed upon the contract, and the entire construc- 
tion should be completed by the first of August, 1905 — the 
contract price for said sewer being $87,969. 

The Board of Local Improvements has requested the 
Engineer's Department to prepare plans for what will be 
known as the South Street Sewer System, the Sanger Street 
System, and Sewer District No. 1, which plans are now 
under way. 

In the construction of Sewer District No. 1, there is 
considerable territory in what is now the Village of Avery- 
ville, which should be included within this system, the 
natural outlet of which is a creek, which now extends along 
Grant Street. The outlet for this sewer would be a very ex- 
pensive one, and, in my judgment, the construction of the 
sewer should be delayed somewhat until the whole territory 
could be sewered, The bridge or culvert which now exists 
at Adams Street is in a bad condition, and a new one should 
be substituted which will form a part of the general outlet 
for this sewer system. 

In order to take care of the condition which formerly 
existed in the neighborhood of Swinnerton, State and Globe 
Streets, an extension was constructed from the old Goose 
Lake Sewer, which terminated at the west property line of 
State and Swinnerton Streets, down State Street to Globe 
Street, thence northeasterly on Globe Street to Sanford 
Street. This sewer was completed out of the general ap- 
propriation by Charles W. O'Neill, of this city, at a total 
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cost of $1,255.94. Eight catch basins were constructed on 
this improvement, and no trouble has resulted since the 
completion of the same. 

A 20-inch pipe sewer was extended north on Goodwin 
Street to the alley to drain a low spot, which has formerly 
given considerable trouble. This pipe connects at Seventh 
Avenue with the old Goose Lake sewer. 

The 24-inch pipe sewer which terminated at Krause 
Avenue was extended one block west to Livingston Street. 
This work was done under the direction of the Commisioner 
of Public Works. At this point a private sewer was con- 
structed by the Home of the Good Shepherd, north on 
Livingston Street to Starr Street, thence east on Starr 
Street to the premises of the Home. 

Payements. 

Table No, 1, accompanying this report, gives a detailed 
statement of the amount, location and character of the 
pavements constructed during the past year, of which the 
following is a summary:

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Asphalt Pavements. 

The total number of yards of asphalt in the City of 
Peoria at the present time is 249,883. This represents an 
expenditure of $700,000. An asphalt pavement is a very 
desirable one; but, at the same time, is an expensive one, 
both as to first cost and the cost of maintenance. The 
present condition of the asphalt pavements which have been 
constructed in this city is not one which the city can be 
proud of. 

This condition may have been the result of two causes: 
First — The probability of the use of poor material in the 
construction. Second — The lack of proper attention and 
repairs. As regards the first element, will state that the 
City of Peoria has no apparatus by which the materials may 
be analyzed and the quality thereof ascertained. The re- 
ports of this department of previous years have called the 
attention of your Honorable Body to this condition of 
affairs, but nothing has ever been done to remedy the 
same. 

An asphalt pavement is one which should be given con- 
stant attention and frequent examination. The slightest 
defect or imperfection should be remedied at once, and this 
can only be done by the city having a repair plant of suffi- 
cient size and equipment to do this work and not being 
compelled to rely upon some outside company to make 
these repairs at such time as they may have a contract for 
the construction of an asphalt pavement in this city. We 
require now a guarantee of ten years from the company 
constructing the improvement, which adds considerable to 
the first cost. 

If this department possessed the necessary apparatus 
for the testing and determination of the quality of the ma- 
terial used, the question of guarantee could be eliminated, 
as is done in the case of our brick paving, and the property 
owners would secure a more satisfactory and better im- 
provement at a considerable less cost. 
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There are a number of cities throughout the country 
which have, in the past few years, established a laboratory 
for the testing of their asphalt material, in connection with 
their Engineering Department, and also purchased the 
necessary material and apparatus for a repair plant to be 
used in connection with the Department of Public Works. 
The cost and extent of the equipment necessary for this 
work can be judged by a comparison with the condition ex- 
isting in the cities referred to above. 

It has been the custom of the City of Peoria, with one 
or two exceptions, to use, as a filler, common sand in the 
construction of their brick pavements. This is cheap, but 
affords no protection to the edges of the brick, and, in the 
course of a few years, the pavement becomes rough and 
noisy. The method used a few years ago in cleaning 
streets — that is to say, the suction sweeper, although a 
very good one — was extremely detrimental to the brick 
surface, inasmuch as the suction not only cleaned the surface 
of the brick but drew from the interstices the sand filler, 
thereby leaving the edges exposed and unprotected. 

The experiment of cleaning the streets by flushing the 
same with a hose was tried the past summer. That portion 
of the pavement which was used for the experiment is a 
very rough one — large brick being used, with a sand filler. 
The same serious objections present themselves to this 
method as is stated above — the action of the water remov- 
ing the sand between the brick and leaving the same un- 
protected. 

The principal complaint of a property owner on resi- 
dence streets, against the use of brick, is on account of the 
noise. This can be reduced considerable and practically 
eliminated by the use of some plastic filler, such as refined 
asphalt. The use of this material allows the surfaee to be 
opened for such repairs or connections as may be needed, 
from time to time, and permits the use of the brick in 
repair. 

Another filler, which is commonly used, is that of the 
Portland cement grout. This makes a smooth, hard sur- 
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face, and is an excellent one, provided no disturbing of the 
surface will ever take place. 

An examination of the brick paving on Hamilton 
Street, from Randolph Avenue to Glen Oak Avenue, and 
on Main Street, from North Street to Glen Oak Avenue, 
will show the benefits which are derived by the use of 
filler which protects and supports the brick. Inasmuch as 
these two pavements were laid at the same time, the condi- 
tion of Hamilton Street is much better than that of Main 
Street. While this may not be a fair comparison, owing to 
the fact that the traffic on Main Street is much more severe 
than that on Hamilton Street, nevertheless an examination 
of the brick shows no spalling of the edges, and the surface 
of the brick of the latter street is as smooth as the day 
it was laid. 

When an opening must be made for a connection of any 
kind, providing the grout filler has been well applied, it will 
be necessary to break the brick, thereby destroying the 
value of the old material, and requiring the substitution of 
new material for the repair. 

If a plastic filler be used, experience has shown that an 
opening may be made, the filler removed from the sides of 
the brick, remelted and used again for the proper repair 
without any loss. 

It has been the policy of some of the Board of Local Im- 
provements during the past year to seemingly experiment 
with the various forms of construction. I trust that the re- 
sults obtained will be satisfactory and not work any hard- 
ship on any property owner who has paid for his im- 
provement. 

As stated in the report of the year previous similar con- 
ditions do not exist throughout the city and it would not be 
wise to attempt a cheap form of construction in every 
locality. 

It has been the policy of the Board of Local Improve- 
ments to call upon the Engineer's Department for numerous 
estimates for improvements which, at the public hearing, are 
shown to be uncalled for and not desired by the property 
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owners. It takes up the same amount of time of the 

Engineer's Department to secure the preliminary data as it 

would for the letting of a contract for the same improvement. 

During the past year a few improvements contemplated 

by the Board have failed of confirmation in the county court, 

due to technicalities of various kinds, among which it has 

been said that the defect existed in the estimate of the 

Engineer. Inasmuch as the Engineer is not the legal 

authority of the Board and must secure his interpretation 

of the improvement act from the proper authorities, it is not 

proper that this criticism be made a personal one. A review 

of the decisions of the Supreme Court with reference to the 

estimate of the Engineer in improvement ordinances will 

show considerable variance and the latest one quoted will 

plainly show that the estimate of the Engineer as it has 

been prepared in the past has been substantially correct in 

all cases.

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The high water of March 28th, 1904, is the highest 

point reached in the last 50 years, the same being 1.25 feet 
above that of May 1892. 

All the readings are referred to the zero of the gauge, 
the same being at an elevation of 22.55 above the datum 
plane which is used as a base for all levels throughout the 
city. This datum plane referred to the levels for the survey 
of the Illinois and Desplaines River, is at an elevation of 
413.360. The Memphis datum plane being used as a base 
for the levels of the above survey. High water, March 28th, 
gauge reading 23.15 or 45.7 city datum. Low water, Sep- 
tember 16 and 17, gauge reading 71.10 or 29.65 city datum.

Conclusion. 

I desire again to call the attention of your Honorable 
Body to the needs of this office for a desirable blue-printing 
apparatus. As it is now, we must rely on sunlight to do 
this work, which causes considerable delay at times. If 
need be, the revenue derived from the use of a proper ma- 
chine during the year, for commercial printing, would possi- 
bly equal the expenditure. With this one respect, the 
mechanical equipment of the office is all that can be 
desired. 

Better results in the operation of this department could 
be secured if the large main office could be partitioned off, 
so as to provide a computing room. This, I think, could be 
done at a small expense. 
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It has been the custom in the past for the Engineer's 
Department to have a set of books for the Department of 
Public Works; but, inasmuch as this set is necessarily a 
duplicate of that required by the Comptroller, would sug- 
gest that, in the future, the services of a book-keeper be 
changed to that of an engineer and draughtsman for this 
work. The extent of work, which is yearly increasing, 
makes it absolutely necessary that an additional office man 
be secured, one who may, when called upon, be placed in 
charge of an additional field party, which is needed during 
the summer months. The work contemplated during the 
present year will make this a necessity. 

The amount of office work, that is, in the way of records, 
is constantly increasing and for the benefit of the public, it 
should be brought to date as soon as possible. This can be 
accomplished by the extra man as mentioned above. 

The expense of the operations of this department as 
shown by the Comptroller's Department are: 

Payroll 18.516.90 

Miscellaneous expenses 1,315.51 

Total $9,832.41 

If more care were taken in the proper placing of the 
items of miscellaneous expenses, the expense account 
charged against this department would have been consider- 
able less. 

I desire to thank his Honor, the Mayor, and Aldermen 
and various committees with whom this department has 
been brought in contact with for the courteous treatment 
received; my colleagues of the Board of Local Improve- 
ments for the consideration and suggestions which have 
from time to time been received from them for the solution 
of the many problems which naturally arise in connection 
with municipal affairs and the members of the office force 
for the interest which they have taken in the performance 
of the duties connected with this department.
